REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
claims are allowable over prior art of record (Amersfoort et al. 5,629,992), 
because Amersfoort et al reference does not disclose the underline limitation of 
an optical waveguide comprising: 

- a single mode waveguide; 

- a multi-mode waveguide configured to realize multi-mode and connected 
to said single mode waveguide, said multi-mode waveguide being a multi- mode 
broadening waveguide having a width, which increases toward a direction of light 
propagation. 

The Amersfoort et al. reference discloses a multimode waveguide , which 
has a constant width, cannot broaden a multi-mode area.
